Princeton, ina., March 23.—An. ex- 


plosion occurred in the mine of the 
Princeton Coal and Mining company, 
six men being killed and four injured. 
Of the killed, all but one were d§ad 
when found in the mine. Their bodies 
were rescued two hours after the ex- 
plosion, the delay being caused by the 
inability of the rescuers to combat the 
afterdamp. The five iujurecl, including 
George Dill, who later died, were 
brought to the surface 30 minutes after 
th'e explosion. They were found heaped 
together in an unconscious state. The 
cause of the disaster is not known, 
save that i6resulted from a powder ex- 
plosion. The miners were making 
their blasts previous to leaving the 
mine, and the greater part of the 
miners had ascended. Whether it was 
a premature shot or an overcharge is 
not known now, nor Is it known who 
fired the shot.

argued, to oppose the seizure of other 
ports by foreign powers. No reply has. 
yet been made'to the Belgium demand.
